The  file  foils 
all  read  Stanard  rather  than  Standard.  Therefore,  the  liatinga 
for  WV8Q7A  Store  Mo  2  at  Dole;  W1949  Store  Mo  7  at  Montcoal; 

WV3055C  Store  Mo  3  at  Wilsonburg  and  WV305 5D  at  Wllaonburg  all 
should  be  changed  to  Stanard. 

In  addition,  the  reverse  listings  for  391A,  S07A,  1161A,  1949A, 
2333B100;  2579J;  and  3055C  all  should  be  changed  to  read  the  sane 
as  2579A  as  follows:

The  catalog  listings  are  being  changed  accordingly*  We  donot  have 
a  foil  for  D5  or  D5G  and  would  appreciate  someone  sending  ua  a  rub 
or  foil.  So  far. as  we  know,  the  D10Q  has  not  bean  reported.

The  member  who  submitted  the  token  believes 
Hemlock  was  located  in  Whitley  County  and  states  that  the  1910 
Keystone  shows  the  post  office  for  II  Coal  Co  as  Gatllff,  ly  with 
shipping  point  as  hemlock,  Ry.  - Gatllff,  Ky  is  In  Whitley  County 
5  miles  from  Williamsburg  on  L&M  R&,  According  to  1909  Brad  and 
so  listed  in  Edkins.  Can  someone  verify  that  Hemlock  was  located 
in  Whitley  County?  How  about  it  Raymond? 

&Y2793  B  Series  East  Jallieo  Coal  Co.,  Tinsley,  KY.  We  received  a 
foil  for  BIO  which  shows  reverse  as  'Good  For /10/ Xn/Marchandi se . ' 

The  cutout  is  two  3  aua  holes,  one  above  the  other.  We  checked  the 
file  for  B5,  325  &  3100,  listed  in  catalog.  The  bottom  hole  on  the 
E5  and  325  is  at  the  place  where  the  'Xn'  would  be.

YES, BUT  WHERE  WAS  IT?

Well,  its  finally  happened.  The  young  kid  who  started  collecting 
scrip  a  couple  of  years  ago  is  getting  on  his  high  horse.  Here  he  goes 
taking  on  the  establishment  and  questioning  the  Edkins  Catalog  at  the  same 
time!  (A  short  pause  while  the  gasps  die  down...)  Well  folks  this  isn't 
really  the  case  but  I  do  have  questions.  The  most  important  is  just  how  do 
we  go  about  determining  where  a  company  (or  mine)  was?  I  suspect  that  its 
easy  most  of  the  time.  You  start,  walking  and  you  go  until  you  fall  into  a 
big  hole.  You've  just  discovered  where  the  mine  was...  On  the  other  hand  when 
it  comes  to  a  catalog  listing,  what  state  does  it  go  into?  The  state  where  the 
coal  was  mined?  Not  always.  Herein  lies  the  problem. 

As  an  example,  I  will  use  a  rather  rare  scrip  from  the  PORTSMOIJTH- 
SOLVAY  COKE  COMPANY.  Why?  Well,  I  know  about  the  Solvay  Companies,  I  don't 
know  much  about  the  other  zillion  coal  companies  I  suspect  there  have  been 
over  the  years.  I’m  ignorant  enough  to  ask  questions  any  collector  can  answer 
but  I’m  NOT  ignorant  enough  to  use  an  example  I.  can't  defend!  (The  benefits 
of  a  good  education).  Anyway,  the  Portsmouth-Solvay  Coke  Company  was  set  up 
in  the  late  18800 ’s  (1896  I  think)  to  produce  Coke  using  the  Semet  ByProduct 
Coke  Oven  System,  the  first  of  its  kind  In  America.  The  company  purchased  coal 

for  a  while  but  ended  up  owning  its  own  mine.  They  also  purchased  coal  from 

l  1 

other  Solvay  Companies  such  as  the  Solvay,  Collieries.  In  any  event,  we  find

them  in  the  early  1900’s  with  their  own  mine.  So  far  so  good. 

A  quick  peek  at  the  Scrip  with  show  the  trouble.  (I’m  using  877-A100 
and  877-B25)  The  Company  is  listed  as  ’Portsmouth-Solvay  Coke  Company  Inc.., 
Edgarton,  WV’.  This  makes  it  West  Virginia  Scrip.  Except  that  the  Scrip  it¬ 
self  says  FREEBURN.  This  is  in  Kentucky!  So  who  wins?  The  mine  was  in 
Kentucky  and  the  company’s  office  was  in  Edgarton.  Bearing  in  mind  that 
Mother  Nature  pays  little  attention  to  state  boundries  we  are  forced  to. 

I  would  wager  that  this  is  not  the  only  scrip  where  this  happens.  But  again 
it  is  the  one  that  I  know  about. 
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The  second  example  presents  a  similar  problem.  The  Scrip  again  says 
FREEBURN  but  its  listed  as  Eps,  Kentucky.  Now  I  can’t  find  Eps  on  the, map 
but  given  the  oddity  of  the  name  and  the  fact  that  many  coal  companies 
invented  company  town  names  from  their  own  firm  names,  I'd  venture  a  guess 
that  ’’EPS"  comes  from  the  following;  Edgarton  Portsmouth-Solvay .  It  could  be 
wrong  and  there  may  be  another  reason  but  it  does  make  sense.  In  any  event 
EPS  is  still  in  Kentucky. 

Now  a  solution  to  this  presents  itself.  Put  the  Scrip  in  the  STATE 
WHERE  THE  MINE  WAS  LOCATED  It  should  be  listed  where  the  stuff  came  out  of 
the  ground.  Now  this  may  present  problems  since  some  areas  didn’t  even  have 
names.  In  this  case  an  exception  could  be  made  but  noted.  If  the  Scrip  says 
Freeburn,  its  Kentucky  Scrip,  period!  It  may  be  extreme  but  there  is  a  reason. 

Look  at  the  company  involved.  If  we  use  the  actual  site  of  the  mine 
then  its  Kentucky  Scrip  from  a  hole  in  the  ground  in  Freeburn,  Pike  County 
Kentucky,  end  of  story.  On  the  other  hand  if  we  use  any  other  definition  we  can 

run  into  problems. 

Edgarton  is  in  West  Virginia,  the  company  office  is  there  so  its  West 
Virginia  Scrip. 

The  Company's  main  office  is  in  Portsmouth,  Ohio  so  its  Ohio_Scri£j_ 

On  the  other  hand  its  a  subsidiary  of  the  Semet-Solvay  Company  which 

is  headquartered  right  here  in^ ‘Syracuse  so  its  NEW  ,IPRK__SCRIP !

Can  you  imagine  how  easy  it  would  be  to  let  this  get  completely  out 
of  hand?  Obviously,  if  we  stick  with  the  ’point  of  origin'  idea,  it  stays 
Kentucky  scrip,  no  questions  asked.  . 

Getting  back  to  the  exception  wherein  the  mine  had  no  ’official’ 
name.  A  suggestion  might  be  to  use  the  nearest  established  town,  or  the 
POSTAL  DISTRICT  the  mine  was  in.  This  would  be  better  than  using  a  company 
office  or  headquarters  which  could  be  hundreds  of  miles  away  and  easily  in 


a  different  state.
